o On line 8, please replace the language reading "an identification stored 
in the cartridge" with " said cartridge identification " 

o On line 12, please replace the language reading "a password stored in 
the cartridge" with " said cartridge password " 

o On line 15, please replace the term "stored password" with " cartridge 
password" 

o On line 19, please replace the language reading "identification stored 
in the cartridge" with " cartridge identification " 
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o On line 20, please insert the term " cartridge " immediately prior to the 
term "identification" 

- Claim 16 is cancelled in order to place the application in condition for 
allowance 



Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 29 
and 31 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse (see page 2 of the Non- 
Final Rejection mailed August 7, 2008). Accordingly, claims 29 and 31 have been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-9, 12-15, and 18-26 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: King et al (5625972), Harthcock (5303495), Findley (6354033), 
Petrick (5301448), Hesse et al (5485786), Hammond (4150624), and Schmitter et al 
(6735897). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
independent claim 26 reads over what is considered to be the closest prior art (Brosow 
or Miles) with regard at least to claim limitations directed to a device arranged within a 
cartridge including a memory having a cartridge identification and a separate cartridge 
password stored therein, the device being capable of transmitting the cartridge 
identification to an apparatus within a firearm, the apparatus calculating data based

upon the cartridge identification and transmitting this data back to the device so that the 
data and the cartridge password may be compared for security/safety purposes.
